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Claims Rejected 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Daum '821. 
Daum shows a forward/reverse drive including a worm input shaft 40 engaging two worm 
wheels 37 and 38, the worm wheels being alternatively clutchable to spur gears 28 and 29 
respectively, to drive bull gear 27 and its associated output shaft 25. A lever 36 that pivots on an 
unmarked shaft actuates the clutches 34 and 35. 

Claims Objected 

Claims 2-1 1 are objected to because they contain allowable subject matter yet depend 
from a rejected base claim. The subject matter of these claims, including all of the subject matter 
in the chain of dependency, may be used to render the rejected claims allowable. 

Prior Art Discussed 

The examiner has considered the references cited by applicant in his Information 
Disclosure Statement filed concurrently with the application. None of the references show all of 
the features of the claimed invention, nor do they show that it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in this art at the time the invention was made to combine features therefrom to 
create the claimed invention.
